_ Cleantiness Necessary. 

There cun be no definite file wid 
down an to the temperature at which 
the cream should be churned, as dif. 
ferent creanm require different tem- 
peratures. The fat i# in the form of 
tmieroscopic giobtiies, aud they must 
have a certain degree of softness if 
they are to untte, When the cream 
epters the cjiurn that is properly rip 
ened and contains 26 to 30 per cent 
fat the temperature should be such 
that the cream will churny in thirty to 
forty-five minutes. This will give an 
exhanstive churning and tlenve the 
butter in a condition In which it cao 
be easily handled without injuring the 
texture, 

Before putting the cream in the 
ehurn the churn should be thoroughiy 
seaided and as thoroughly chilled with 
cold water. The advantage of this is 
that it will freshen the churn and fill 
the pores in the wood so that the 
cream and butter will not stick to it.

The exhibition in the British Mu- 
seum to-day is not a mummy. It is 
only an uninhabited ‘mummy case. 
Uninhabited? Well, that’s the ques- 
tion.” Some there are who boldly as. 
sert that the box is as empty as a 
vacuum, But others, more familiar 
with the ways of the Egyptians, sol- 
emnly point out that while the corpse 
of the priestess is indeed no longer tu 
be found in the case, her soul has re- 
turned and now occupies it, and to 
the affronted soul of the unfortunate 
Hetare they attribute the long chain 
of disasters connected with the un- 
eanny exhibit.

Milo Maize For Horses. 

The farmer who plants a good acre- 
age of milo has practically insured for 
himself a good supply of grain for his 
work teams. Horses and mules have 
| stood hard work well all summer, sucb 
as breaking prairie, with no grain but 
milo. Horses doing heavy farm work 
should be given three good feeds of 
milo grain a day. Milo in the head is 
usually fed, one-half more heads being 
given at a feed than would be given 
| ears of corn. Most teamsters prefer 
| to feed milo in the head to horses, cut- 
| ting the main stem off close to the 

head. The main stem of the bead and 
the many little stems that hold the 
seeds force the horses to do a large 
amount of chewing before the feed can 
be swallowed, and this mastication 
grinds the grain and mixes it with 
the saliva, greatly increasing the pro- 
portion digested. 

The seeds of milo are small, and 
where the thrashed seed is fed to 
horses it is chewed very little, and 
much of the seed pusses thfough un- 
digested. Feeding milo in the head 
saves all expense of preparation, and 
the small stems of the head eaten with 
the grain seem to uid in diluting the 
xraip in the stomach, making it more 
| digestible,

Another 
consideration is, that’ while a bridge 
may possibly prove too low for the 
huge, ships of the future to nass un- | 
er, a tunnel offiers no nossibility of 
interfering with river traffic.” 

Asked how deen the tunnel would 
have to be below the bed of the river, 
Sir Robert replied that twenty feet | 
would be ample.

A funeral service in the early days | 
on the Red River was usually con- 
ducted at the house of the deceased 
and, as a rule, only those attended 
who had received personal invitations.

Ottawa, Mav 20.—The cause of the 
postponement of the meeting of the 
Hudson's Bay and Pacifie railway | 
velopment coupany became kiown to- 
day, when, owing to the proceelings 
inaugurated in Ot awa courts, it be 
come apparent that there was a fight 
on between the Canahaian aud British 
director of the company. The dispute 
which is in reference to the control of 
stocks culininated today, when Ralph 
Jones, an Ottawa business man, ay- 
peared before Judge MacTavish and se- 
cured an interim in junction, tying up 
until Mondny May 23, the operations 
of the British board which, it is alleg- 
ed, is trving torn things without the 
consent of the Canadian directors.
